Judgment - Motions - Bd.R. 127 
For the reasons given in the Decision on Preliminary Motions (Paper 81), judgment is 
herein entered against junior party Rowlands. In particular, Rowlands failed to file a priority 
statement alleging an earlier date of invention with respect to the subject matter of the count prior 
to the senior party Spear's earliest accorded benefit date of 17 November 1995. Accordingly, 
judgment is entered against junior party Rowlands. It is 



ORDERED that judgment as to the subject matter of the count is herein entered against 
junior party ROWLANDS; 

FURTHER ORDERED junior party ROWLANDS is not entitled to claims 1-13 which 
correspond to the count; 

FURTHER ORDERED that if there is a settlement agreement, the parties should note 
the requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 135(c) and 37 CFR § 41.205; and 

FURTHER ORDERED that a copy of this judgment be filed in the respective involved 
applications of the parties. 
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
